that the lion. John Me Lean, oue of the as- 
sociate justices of the United Stales Su- 
preme Court, died in that oity on Thursday 
last. The distinguished deceased hadbcttk* 
iu failing health for several months,aud his 
demise was not unexpected, lie wa.« about 
seventy-six years of age, stud a uutive of 
New Jersey, but was taken by his parents, 
when a child, to A'irginia, thence to Ken- 
tucky, and finally to Ohio, where they set- 
tled, and where he studied law, and iu 1SOT 
was admitted to the bar. 
Iu 1812 he was* 


elected to- Congress, as a democrat and u 
supporter of the war, and i» 1814- was re- 
elected. 
In 1816 he was chosen a judge of 


the Supreme Court of Ohio, and remained 
ou the bench for six yeare. President MOB- 
roe, in 1822, appointed tin* Commissioner 
of the G eneral Laud Office, ana* I'D the foJJW- 
ing year he became Postmaster General.— 
In 1829, fitter refusing the^pc^ts of Secre- 
tary of the Navy and \Viir, Gen. Jackson, 
appointed him to a seat on the bench of 
thc United States Supreme Court. Hi-en- 
tered upon his judicial duties in 1830, and 
his eminent fitness for the station has been 
displayed in the many able'and standard 
decisions he has rendered during a service 
of over thirty yeius on the bench. He was~ 
indeed an eminent jurist and an able and 
lionest statesman, while in the private walks 
of life he WHS dintinguished for all tho fine- 
traits of character that udorn the polished . 
gentleman aud the unpretending Christian. 
His death leaves another vacancy on the 
jeneh^of the Supreme Court to be filled by 
Mr. Lincoln.
